Harvesting and marketing of ap­ 
ples, the problems uppermost in the 
m inds of county apple growers at 
the present time, will be tile prin­

Thurs­

Biglerville auditorium. 
Fruit growers were concerned to­ 
day over reports that No. I ‘canners” 
mav not bring more than 45 cents a 
hundred pounds at county plants—or 
about 22 cents a bushel. 
Cider ap ­ 
ples are said to have been quoted 
at 15 cents a hundred pounds, 
a 
pri^e described by fruitmen as too 
low to make it worth w'hile to gath­ 
er and haul tire apples. 
The C. H. Musselman company at 
Biglerville began 
canning Grimes 
Golden apples this morning, 
but 
when asked about the prices being 
aid for the fruit, Mr. Musselman 
cid not quote figures. 
He 
stated 
that prices for York Imperials, the 
major canning apple in this county, 
may not be announced for IO days. 
Apples are
